be Secretary of the Treasury pay, out 
if any money in the Treasury not oth- 
erwise appropriated, (to Mrs. Mary Lin- 
coln, widow of Abraham Lincoln, late 
President of the United States, or in 
the event of her death before payment 
to the lawful heirs, tbe sum of $25,000; 
>rovided always that any sum of money 
rhich shall have been paid to the per- 
sonal representatives of the said Abra- 
tam Lincoln since his death on account 
of his salary as President of the Uni- 
ted States for tbe current year shall be 
deducted from the said sum of $25,- 
000." 


The amount thus granted Mrs. Lin- 


coln was the salary of the President 
Tor one year. Now that salary is $50,- 
000. 
In February, 1866, Congress 


passed the following act: "That all 
letters and packets carried by post to 
and from Mary Lincoln, widow of the 
late Abraham Lincoln, be carried free 
of postage during her natural life." In 
1870 the following act was passed : 
"That the Secretary of the Interior be 
and is hereby authorized to place the 
name of Mary Lincoln, widow of Abra 
ham Lincoln, deceased, late President 
of the United States, on the pension 
roll, and allow and pay her a pension at 
the rate of $3.000 per annum, from and 
after the passage of this act."

James and 
MaoVeagh Approved the action of Bliss. 
The prompt and determined stand ol 
President Arthur in favor of vigorous 
and rigorous prosecntion hat demoral- 
ized and dismayed the ring-leaders; who 
had kept the weak ones of the orpwd 
silent by assuring them that if Arthur 
became President the whole matter 
would be at once quashed.
